tc begin now. If y0n have a desirable 
variety of corn; if it i8 adapted to 
your soil and Climatic conditions; and 
if the crop is healthy and the plants 
vigorous, instead of depending en 
purchasing seed** fo r next year and 
taking chances of failure by ii t r. - 
ting the variety suited cr of intro­ 
ducing disease into y.-ur crop b\ se­ 
curing; disease-infected 
seeds, 
why 
not select your seed from your own 
crop, and set about now to improve 
the variety you now have? 


Good varieties arc not a.oidints. 
I hey have all been bunt up by a 
careful and painstaking system of se­ 
lection. By selecting seed ears in your 
field from good healthy, thrifty stalks 
of uniformity, showing the same va­ 
rietal ch aracteristics— a heavy, stocky 
stalk With wide, vigorous blades is an 
ideal stalk 
and fiom th 4se stalks 
selecting well form ed ears, with thick 
shucks covering well the ends of the 
ears, un.form in the num ber of grain 
rows, grains of sim ilar 
form ation, 
smoothness and plumpness and grow ­ 
ing well out over the tips of the cobs, 
and keeping this corn in a dry place 
of even, m oderate tem peratu re, pro­ 
tected from rodent and weevil dam- 
age, you will have made a good ta rt 
toward** building up a good strain of 
seed corn that will be better adap ted 
to your needs than any variety any 
one cise can sell to you.

Many Texas corn 
growers 
have 
been given a forceful lesion this year 
in the necess.tv for rotation of crops. 
It is doubtful if the ravages of corn 
pests were ever so serious before as 
they have been in some sections of 
Texas this year. Recently the writer 
visited a corn field that is infested 
with the Western Corn Root W orm. 
Though the soil is a rich black loam, 
an ideal corn soil, the stalks were 
puny and yellow- and many of them 
were tailing over without ever having 
fruited. An examination of the corn 
showed that the roots of the greater 
part oi it had been for the most part 
’«stroyed. Thus robbed of its feed- 
parts there wa.; nothing left fur 
plant to do but die prematurely. 
And the grower stands to be a heavy 
loser on that crop this year. 
And 
what is Ecorse, the corn was swarm­ 
ing with 
myriads 
of 
the 
mature 
beetles. This means that the soil will 
be over-run with the larva of this 
pest next spring to such an extent 
as to render the growing of corn on 
such infested soil well-nigh impos­ 
sible. The land must be rotated to 
some crop that is immune to these 
pests or it had best be allowed to 
lie fallow- and thus save the w-asted 
effort of trying to defy them.

Dr. E. Dwight Sanderson, in his 
admirable book on “Insect Pests of 
Farm. Garden and Orchard,” thus 
describes this serious corn pest: “The 
eggs are laid in the early fall, within 
a few inches of the base of tho stalk, 
and just beneath the surface of the 
soil. The egg is a dirty white color, 
oval in shape, and about one-fiftieth 
inch long. The w inter is passed in the 
egg stage, differing from most nearly 
related beetles in this, and the eggs 
hatch in the spring or early summer. 
At first the larvae eat the small roots 
entire, but later burrow under the 
outer layers of the 
larger 
roots, 
causing th* stalks on rich loam to ba 


As the larvae feed only on corn, 
if the corn field be planted to some 
other crop, starvation results, and 
a simple rotation in which corn is 
not allowed on the same land for 
over two years in succession usually 
prevents injury, though a field in 
which injury has occurred should be 
planted to some other crop at once. 
It is imprudent to plant corn on fields 
in which the beetle has been observed 
feeding in large numbers on clover 
and weeds during the late fall of the 
prewous year. 
The liberal use of 
immure and fertilizers, and thorough 
costive ‘ion will, of course, be of serv­ 
ice in enabling the plants to with­ 
stand attack.” 
* • *. 
The dictates 
of 
prudence 
then 
would seem to admonish us to plow 
and turn thoroughly as early as pos­ 
sible all corn stubble where these 
pest 
are suspected of 
being. Thor­ 
ough plowing in this way would de­ 
stroy ail weed growth 
upon which 
late developing beetles might feed, 
and by breaking up the natural sur­ 
roundings of the egg, where it has 
been deposited by the mother beetle, 
and thus exposing it to the varying 
conditions of heat and cold peculiar 
to our climate, the menace may be 
substantially reduced. Then by rotat­ 
ing to oat3, gram sorghum or cotton 
the pests may be overcome. At least, 
it is worth the effort. 
* * * 


Speaking of cotton reminds that 
the crop got off late, due to a late 
cool spring and excessive rains that 
caused much of it to become foul, to 
meet with die annual swarm of boll 
weevils as soon as it began to fruit. 
The prospects were extremely gloomy 
for it for a while, but dry ho: weath­ 
er the latter part of June and early 
part of July improved iU condition 
and lessened the boll weevil ravages 
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somewhat There are some who are 
hopeful of a fair crop. but this i. 
never sure until the crop is harvested 
I here is yet tim. for the weevil to 
(ret in deadly work. and constant 
vigilance is imper »tive.

Discussing this phase of the farm­ 
ers present moment problems, Mr. 
C. H. Alvord, County Agent of Bexar 
county, says: “ H( t Sunshine during 
the day, and heavy winds in the after­ 
noon, undoubtedly have much to do 
u *th bolding the weevil in check, as 
tht squares that haze been punctured, 
dry up very rapid! / under these con­ 
ditions, and if they are knocked off 
into the hot dirt. t lore is little possi­ 
bility that the la m of the insect will 
♦ cr develop into a mature weevil. 
Any device 
that 
will agitate 
the 
branches and limb? of the cotton 
plant, and knock off the punctured 
squares, will be a direct benefit at 
this time, and with this in view, the 
k ultivators should be kept going all 
the time, running the sweeps very 
shallow, taking care not to disturb 
any roots of the pUnt. Soma planters 
follow the practice of tying a brush 
to the single tree on th* cultivator, 


Other cultivators have been equipped 
With spring wires, and some with 
strings with weights attached. On** 
device is about as good as another 
the object being to agitate the plant 
sufficiently to knock off these punc­ 
tured squares. This will not injure 
the healthy squares or bolls at all 
and the plant will develop its fruit 
more rapidly, if disturbed rn this 
*ay, tor it is a well known fact that 
any plant that suffers an injury, will 
at once stop making 
a 
vegetable 
growth, and begin maturing its fruit.”
